MEMORIAL CEMETERY IN KOREA - 

ROK, ANXIOUS TO REMOVE UN CEMETERY ITEM FROM CONTENTION AT 
28TH GA, PROPOSED ROKG GUARANTEE PROVISIONAL FUNDING OF CEMETERY 
FOR ONE YEAR TO PERMIT: 1) DELETION OF ITEM NOW FROM PROGRAM 
BUDGET, AND 2) AGREEMENT BY GOVTS CONCERNED UPON LONG-TERM 
FUNDING OF CEMETERY COSTS. KOREANS INFORMED USDEL FONMIN KIM

ORDZHONIKIDZE (USSR), WHO JUST RECEIVED MOSCOW'S INSTRUCTIONS, 

TOLD MISOFF USSR WISHED "ADOPT CONSTRUCTIVE APPROACH" TO DIRECT 
BROADCAST SATELLITE ISSUE, DID NOT WANT TO INSIST GA ADOPT SEPARATE 
AND DETAILED RES ON SUBJECT, AND WOULD BE PREPARED AGREE THAT 
AUSTRIAN OMNIBUS OUTER SPACE RES INCLUDE WHAT OSC AGREED CON 
CERNING COMITE'S 1974 WORK PROGRAM. SOVIETS WOULD WANT IT TO 

REFLECT REQUEST THAT LEGAL SUBCOMITE EXPEDITE ELABORATION OD DBS

DRAFT RES ON SPECIAL GA NOW HAS SOME 70 COSPONSORS. YUGOSLAV 
REACTION TO INFORMAL US PROPOSAL SUMMER ECOSOC BE AT MINISTERIAL 
LEVEL WAS THAT NON-ECOSOC MEMBERS WOULD NOT ACCEPT THAT AS 
ALTERNATIVE TO SPECIAL GA. THEY ALSO SAID SPECIAL SESSION DESIGNED 
TO ADDRESS NOT ONLY REVIEW AND APPRAISAL OF IDS BUT ALSO WIDER 
ISSUES OF LDC-DC PARTNERSHIP IN INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION. 
THEY THOUGHT MAJORITY OF COSPONSORS PREFER SPRING SESSION (RATHER

AGREEMENT ON PEACEKEEPING. AMONG DELS WHO COMMENTED FAVORABLY 
ON SECRETARY'S REMARKS TO PLENARY ON PEACEKEEPING WERE CANADA, 
JAPAN, FRG, BRAZIL AND IRELAND, WHO CONSIDERED THEY OPENED POSSI-
